Schuman Gets

PORTLAND, Ore., June 1 (UF) 
The Columbia river crested at the 
peak of its destructive fury tonight, 
flooding vast new areas of Oregon 
and Washington and forcing evacu- 
ation of 30,000 additional persons 
Over a 120-mile stretch from Port- 
land to the Pacific Ocean. 


The U. S. Army Corps of En- 
gineers and the Red Cross directed 
a mass migration of familes by au- 
tomobile, truck and on foot from 
43 diked drainage districts on both 
. sides of the Columbia. ° 


Most of the evacuees went vol- 
untarily. Some were talked into 
leaving; others refused to abandon 
their homes. 


The Columbia surged to 30 feet 
at Vancouver,. Wash. 


Some 90,000 persons, including 
19,000 from the dead city of Van- 
port, had been made homeless or 
temporarily displaced thofughout 
the Pacific northwest in the last 
eight days. 

26 KNOWN DEAD 

There were 26 known dead from 
drowning or causes directly attri- 
butable to the floods. 


A huge portion of north Portland 
was flooded by Columbia river water 
gushed through fresh breaks. in 
three dikes. Two-story apartment 
houses, furniture, children’s toys 
and other debris from ruined Van- 
port swept on to new flood areas in 
the city. 

Some of the Vanport houses 
drifted to William P. Kyne’s mil- 
lion-dollar Portland Meadows race 
track and settled where the horses 


* had been running only a few days 


before. 

Search for bodies in the Vanport 
wreckage virtually was halted be- 
cause of chaotic conditions in the 
flood area. Not a single body had 
been recovered by this afternoon.

The letter ends by demanding 
abolition of the camp and libera- 
tion of everyone in it, since there 
is no legal basis for their deten- 
tion. It also asks that while prison- 
ers remain in the camp, adequate 
food and water be provided and 
the sick be transferred to hispitals. 
Another sidelight on the methods 
of Chile’s government is the 
prisoners’ request that their fami- 
lies, who are not with them, be al- 
lowed to go home from other dis- 
tant parts of the country to which 
they have been forcibly trans- 
ported.

LONDON, June 1 (Telepress) — 
The Spanish Civil Guard is carry- 
ing out mass arrests of peasants in 
La Coruna, Galica, as reprisal for

The charge against the peasants 
is that they knew of the guerilla 
activity and failed to report it to 
the authorities, or that they ren- 
dered active help to the partisans.

Who said these golden words? Stassen, Dewey, 
J. Edgar Hoover, Mundt, Parnell Thomas or some- 
body else among the defenders of the “American 
Way of Life?” 

Each one of them cod have said it. Each has 
already said it in one way or another. 

However, these words are taken 
from the Goebbels Diary, page 394 
Doubleday & Co. 

“For the Fuehrer there is prac- 
tically no possibility of a com- 
promise with the Soviets. They 
must be knocked out, exactly as 
we formerly had to knock out 
the Communists to attain power.” 

If you delete the words “for the 
Fuehrer” and put instead “for the 
President or for the Secretary of 
State Marshall,” this sentence 
could nowadays be written or expressed by any of- 
ficial or unofficial spokesman of American foreign 
policy. But if you do not delete these words and 
leave “for the PFuehrer , it is an exact quotation 
from the same Goebbels' Diary (page 359). 


“The Fuchrer indorses my anti-Bolshevist prop- 
aganda, that is the best horse we now have in our 
stable.” } 

Watching American foreign policy of today one 
could put instead of the words “the Fuehrer,” the 
names Harry Truman, Marshall, John Foster Dulles, 
Vandenberg and many other leading Americans. 


But if you leave the words “the Fuehrer,” then 
again it is only an exact quotation from the same 
Goebbels Diary, page 284. 


“A gang of men not worthy of bearing the name 
of Germans.” 

It you change this sentence into “a gang of men 
not worthy of bearing the name of Americans“ 
then you practically quote the authors, advocates 
and supporters of the Mundt bill. 


But if you let the sentence stand, then ii is a 
quotation from a speech of Kaiser Wilhelm II. 
made in the 90s of the last century, in which he 
cursed the German Social Democrats as traitors 
to their country, because they fought against Ger- 
man imperialism, for the advancement of the Ger- 
man workers and for Socialism. (Only after the 
majority of the leaders in 1914 joined the camp 
of German imperialism and supported the imperi- 
alist war did they become, for the Kaiser and the 
German ruling classes, “worthy of the name of 
Germans”) 


NDEED, IT IS NOT difficult to find for every re- 


actionary proposal, nauseating speech and das- 
tardly deed of American reactionaries the same 
proposals, the same speches, the same deeds in the 
history of European reaction, counter-revolution and 
Fascism. 7 


If such a policy is called The American Way of 
Life,” if this is called American ingenuity, it is 
pure bunk. For all this stinks from the rottenness 
of age, from misuse and abuse, from bankruptcy. 
All this has been tried again and again at different 
times in different European countries. Fortu- 
nately a great part of Europe and Asia got rid of 
all this and of the feudal, semi-feudal and capitalist 
conditions, which created these “ways of life.” 


Therefore, if somebody should be accused of 
importing foreign principals, police state methods, 
reaction and suppression into the United States, 
it is not the Communis‘s but the reactionary Amer- 
ican imitators of European reaction. 

Indeed, the whole post-Roosevelt madness, now 
threatening its climax in the Mundt Bill, is the 
Europeanization” of the United States. It is a “Eu- 
ropeanization” which. belongs more and more to the 
past in Europe itself. 


WHETHER THE conditioning of the American 

people to accept as normal a new way of 
life which has been cast aside in a big part of 
Europe, and exists there only as a gruesome memory, 
will succeed, even temporarily, only time will tell. 
But there is one law which nobody can escape: 


He who sows the wind will harvest the storm.

HAT IS A Congressional hearing? 

It’s supposed to be a meeting between Congressmen 
or Senators and just plain American citizens in which 
the citizens tell the Congressmen what they think about 
a certain piece of legislation. 


That rule applies when high-priced lobbyists, or 
banker-generals, or Big Business tycoons show up in 
Washington. Congressional committees go into an awed 
silence to gather the wisdom from the lips of these people. 


But the House Un-American Committee started a 
new type of “hearing” in our country. In this “hearing,” 
the proposed bill under consideration is not mentioned at 
all. Instead, the witness is immediately placed on the de- 
fensive; he is bullied, threatened, his private political 
views are demanded for display, and a set of trick ques- 
tions is carefully prepared to sidetrack any real dis- 
cussion of the issue and to provide the Big Money press 
with scare headlines that conceal the issue. 


This tactic was invented by the notorious Dies- 
Rankin-Thomas Committee of Un-Americans. It is now 
being fully used in the Senate Judiciary Committee “hear- 
ings” on the Mundt police-state bill. 


The witness who dares to use his constitutional right 
to give his views on this infamous bil}faces an inquisition 
on his private life, his voting record, his friends, his atti- 
tude on “war with Russia,” his views on what's going on 
in Europe, etc. An agent of the Un-American Committee, 
Robert Stripling, sits close to the Senators and hands up 
the trick questions, the “private information” from the 
police files of the FBI, etc. It is the witness — is on 
trial, not the Mundt —

AFTER FOUR DAYS of this kind of “hearing,” 
in which only a handful of handpicked witnesses have 
been permitted to testify under these conditions, the Sen- 
ate Committee has apparently decided to call off any 
further public discussion. Four days of hostile question- 
ing appear to these Senators as sufficient for the discussion 
of a measure which will outlaw the Communist Party, 
make Socialism a crime, and penalize the slightest politi- 
cal opposition to things as they are. The “hearings” 
themselves, as practiced by certain Senators, show dra- 
matically the political blackout which the Mundt bill 
sponsors have in store for the entire nation. 


The fight now is for an extension of time in the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, and for the right of al! wit- 
nesses to be heard! 


We urge full support by all individuals and progres- 
sive groups to the delegation which leaves New York 
City today to ask for more time, and the defeat of the 
bill. The issue is whether America will retain its demo- 
cratic liberties or become a police-state.

THIS PRODUCTION was play- 
ed by the Dramatic Workshop 
students and, on the whole, under 
Brett Warren’s able direction, 
they did a good job. Particularly 
good was the staging of the 
physical action, the raid by the 
Black and Tan, and the reaction 
of the tenement’s inhabitants to 
that raid. The outstanding per- 
formance of the group’s was 
Michael Gazzo's, as Shields, the 
salesman. Also effective were 
John McLian and Naomi Feigen- 
baum. 


It takes actors of special ex- 
perience to do justice to the Irish 
liit and rhythm of many of 
O'Casey’s lines; and Warren, per- 
haps fearing that student-actors. 
by attempting it, would do more 
damage to the play than by 
avoiding it, followed the latter 
alternative—that is, with the two 
major roles. The result was that 
although the pleasure of listening 
to O’Casey as he should be listen- 
ed to was absent; yet it’s quite 
possible that by so doing War- 
ren avoided the catastrophe of a 
ridiculous reading (a trap into 
which professional casts have 
fallen); and, at least, permitted 
his audience to follow O’Casey’s 
theme without what possibly 
could have been an insuperable 
distraction. To be sure, an un- 
happy dilemma for a director. 


THERE WAS ANOTHER dif- 
ficulty — this one created by 
O’Casey’s dramatic construction 
in The Shadow of a Gunman. 
The play is short and in two acts; 
and the first act is slowed up with 
what we thought was an un- 
necessarily long bout between the 
salesman and his landlord (played 
straight, and very well, by the 
way by a Negro actor, Horatio 
Greene), who is bent on evicting 
Shields for non-payment of rent 
and because he fears trouble from 
the presence of the “gunman.” 
The points made in this long 
verbal bout, some of which were 
redundant, could have been made 
in a much shorter period of time; 
and the length of it tended to di- 
stract from the main theme. Also 
there was a piece of business in 
which the reading of a letter 
takes up a good quarter of that 
same first act. Now, there's a lot 
of point to this lettem It is formal- 
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ly read to the poet by its author, 
an old Irishman with a private

A., 
The faith of the old man that 
the revolutionary movement is 
his real government—even when, 
at that very moment, it is being 
ruthlessly driven underground—is 
touching; the fact that he is mis- 
takenly addressing his petition to 
one who is only the “shadow of a 
gunman” makes it even more so; 
and the private nature of his 
complaint creates, all in all, a 
delicate mixture of ridiculousness, 
pathos, and courage. The length= 
of time allotted to this business 
makes it imperative, if it is not 
to lag, to employ for it the kind 
of resourceful acting that the 
Abbey Theatre used to develop. 
The late Dudley Digges would 
have been ideal for it, or possibly 
to pre-Bing Crosby Barry Fits- 
gerald. It's not surprising, of 
course, and no cause for com- 


plaint, that a young student-actor 


couldn’t quite make it. Perhaps 
under the circumstances, the bet- 
ter part of valor would have been 
to cut this role to the point where 
it wouldn’t get in the way—as it 
did. 

But enough of complaining. 
The Dramatic Workshop students 
and Brett Warren have given us, 
despite all the difficulties in- 
volved, an intelligent The Shadow 
of a Gunman — with a good, 
squalid set by Harry Kardeman 
and expert lighting by Paul Ber- 
telson—for which we should be, 
and are, grateful. May we hope 
that they'll give it a longer than 
week-end rum next season and 
thus put more New Yorkers in. 
their debt?

Walter Johnson, 
who brought big money to Clark Griffith over the years, had reached 
a “high” of $12,000 for his services. The run of the mine big leaguer 
was miserably paid. Every ball player today as well as in Ruth's time 
gets a higher salary because of the fight Babe waged single handed.

Yankees to keep his salary a secret, but that it had leaked out and 
then other players demanded more money.” 

The magnates, forced to loosen up for Babe 
because he was too big a name to blacklist, put the heat on him to 
hush it up lest other players get bad ideas and threaten their free en- 
terprise. And the Babe wouldn't hush.
